The Need For. 


National Economy 


With the successful flotation of the 
Victory Loan 1919,—the cnormous 
sum of $673,200,000 having been sub- 
scribed,—the people of Canada have 
made provision for their great finan- 
cial indebtedness occasioned by the 
war. When the Great War broke out 
with such startling suddenness in 
1914, Canada pledged its last man and 
last dollar, if necessary, to uphold-the 
cause of justice and liberty and to

one of two ways, or rather by a com- 
bination of both, 


First and foremost, our national 


| expenditures must be reduced to the 


lowest possible point consistent with 
efficient. administration, There is 
room for the cutting off of millions 
of expenditure, the stoppage of Icaks, 
and the careful husbanding of the 
country’s finances. If this cannot be 
carried to the point where the ex- 
penditure is reduced to present in- 
come, then the income of the coun- 
try must be increased. This, of 
course, means an increase of taxation, 
and this the people must bear. 

The second duty of the Federal 
Government, therefore, is to waste no 
more time in evolving a scientific 
scheme for raising the .révenues re- 
quired to cover our national expen- 
ditures. This will involve the most 
careful consideration, in order that 
no injustice be done to any class or 
section of the country; in order that 
those who are best able to carry the 
burden shall take the heavy end of 
it and those least able get off more 
lightly; and finally, that the fiscal and 
taxation policies be so drafted as to 
promote the maximum development 
of the natural. resources of the coun- 
try by which alone can cmployment 
be provided for all the people and 
our national wealth and prosperity be 
increased. . 

Our present haphazard system of 
Federal financing must be scrapped, 
existing injustices and inequalities in 
taxation removed, and a gencral re- 
adjustment and re-classification 
brought about, and this must be dorie 
without further delay if disaster is to 
be avoided and the confidence of the 
people not seriously undermined, and

Riots in Cairo 
Egyptian Flags Carried and Cries 
Raised of “Down With 
Milner!” 

Cairo.—Students carrying: Egyptian 
flags and shouting “Down with Mil- 
r,” began the rioting here. Roughs 
joined with them and got the upper 
hand of the native police. The infan- 
try was compelled to fire on the mobs 
storming the police stations, further 
infuriating the rioters. 

The British troops finally restored 
order, driving off the demonstrators, 
who were armed with rifles and 
sticks, 

The city is heavily satroled- 

The rioting was in five different 
localities. The,object of the mobs in 
storming the police stations was to 
release demonstrators who had- been 
arrested. They were successful in 
freeing several such prisoners, 

“The number’ of. minor — casualties 
cannot be estimated With any ap- 
proach: ts accuracy, because many of 
the slightly wounded were carried to 
their own homes. The» Egyptian in- 
fantry fired into the crowds at two 
places’ where rioting was going on, 
killing two persons and wounding 
several others. No Europeans were 
injured, although the rioters entered 
several European houses and accused 
the inmates of firing on the crowd. 
The European community generally 
went about its business as usual. 


Canada to Have Own Fur Sales 

Winnipeg. — Canadians have ex- 
pressed the opinion that this country 
ought to have a fur sale of its own. 
It is proposed to hold regular meets 
in Montreal, where many thousands 
of pelts will be offered. A charter 
for this purpose has been obtained, 
and the first auction will probably be 
held in Montreal early in 1920,

After advising the 
girl regarding these arrangements, 
returned to my dictation. Again 
the telephone rang. This time it was 
a woman who was boarding one~ of 
our children; she is leaving the city 
and wishes us to make other arrange- 
ments for the little child. She was 
informed that we would remove the 
child the next day. Before getting 
settled again, there was a further call 
on the telephone. This was from

The previous day's dictation 
was then completed and a start made 
for another day’s visiting. 

I first called at a home wherethe 
mother and daughter were not get- 
ting along well together.

I next made a call to the vital sta- 
tistics department, as it was neces- 
sary to procure documentary evid- 
ence regarding a couple in whom the | 
society were interested, and who, 
were said to have been married, but 
as there was some doubt, documen- 
tary proof was necessary. 

I went home to lunchicon and | 
found some calls waiting me, These 
were principally from wards of the 
society who are in service in the 
city. : 
My first afternoon call was to the 
hospital to visit a ward who had been 
an inmate for almost a year. She had 
had smallpox and her eyes became} 
infected. She had lost the sight of 
one eye, and the other was going. I 
‘took her some fruit and chatted with 
her for some time. The next was to 
the home of a lad who had appeared 
before the juvenile court for theft; 
the court required a report on the 
home conditions and the parents. 
This investigation revealed the fact 
that the boy’s surroundings were not 
conducive to his future welfare. I 
went to the school and found ‘that 
the boy was extremely hard to man- 
age. In conversation“with the lad, I 
noticed that his speech was not clear, 
so made arrangements for him to be! 
taken to the hospital to have his ton- 
sils removed. | 

Back at the office again, I first 
looked: over my mail, which contain- 
ed numerous letters.of inquiry and 
also a letter of gratitude from a wo- 
man who had been helped last year, 
telling us of the great improvement 
in her circumstances of late, 

The telephoné rang and I listened 
to a tale of woe from one of our 
wards who was not feeling well, and 
after making arrangements for one of 
the doctors to go and see her’ at her. 
home, I wended my way home. I 
was dead tired, but I hope some good 
will come out of it all.

A Little Light on Matches 

Once of those persons who love to 
figure and then startle you with the 
results informs us that about 10,000 
matches are scratched in this country 
every second, and of these ninety- 
five per cent, are used by smokers to 
light pipes, cigars and cigarettes. He 
also estimates that the time lost by 
the smokers in lighting matches is 
worth $513,024 cach eight-hour work- 
ing day. He found this out by figur- 
ing that it takes fifteen seconds to 
scratch a match and use the light, 
and that 213,759 men, whose time is 
worth 30 cents an hour, are holding 
matches at the same time, thus los- 
ing golden minutes at the rate of 
$1,068 a minute, or $64,128 an hour.

Rumania Will Be More Than Self-- 
Supporting 
The territory included before the 
war in Hungary, Bulgaria and Ruma- 
nia probably will export at least 
1,650,000 tone of bread grains from 
current crops, compared with 3,900,- 
000 tons in average pre-war ycars. — 
So far as its production of bread 
grains {s concerned Bulgaria is prac- . 
tically on a pre-war basis, and Hun- 
(gary aimost so, but Rumania is still 
‘far from complete recovery, The 
mos? optimistic claims of Rumania 
for export this-year are 500,000 tons, 
as against’ 1,700,000 tons: of ‘pre-war 
years, In the wheat-producing re- 
gion of southern Hungary the acre- 
age planted this year is fully ninety 
per cent, of the normal pre-war acre- 
age. .In that part of Rumania oc- 
cupied by the armies of the Central 
Powers considerable land was not cul- 
tivated this year, while that which 
was devoted to crops was pene in 
rather poor condition. This came 
about because the Teutonic armies 
ravaged the country of much of the 
work stock and agricultural imple- 
ments. However, despite this, Ru- 
mania will be more than self-sup- 
porting and as the maize crop is im- 
proving on account of conditions du- 
ring the summer, Rumania will have 
a certain amount of export surplus, 


Prune-growing in B. C. 


| Possible in Dry Belt, Where Irriga- 
tion is Assured 

Ten thousand boxes of prunes were 
picked from nine acres of orchard on 
the Summerside Ranch, in the Grand 
'Forks, B.C., valley this fall, demon- 
strating beyond a doubt that it is 
possible to grow prunes in British 
Columbia on a commercial scale in 
the dry belt, where irrigation is as- 
sured, The prunes were sold at $1.10 
ia box, which gives gross returns of 
$11,000 from the nine acres, 

It is the intention of the provincial 
government to put in an irrigation 
system which will bring water to 
over 6,000 acres uf good land in the 
{Grand Forks district, getting supply 
‘from the Kettle River. The precipi- 
jtation each year is about 14 inches, 
and the artificial supply will mean an 
other 30 inches, which will be ample 
for prune culture. 

Fruit shipments from Grand Forks 
up to the end of September over the 
C.P.R. are as follows: Prunes, 29 
cars; apples, 10 cars; plums, 1 car; 
jmixed fruit, 6 cars. A few cars of 
'mixed fruit were shipped over the

JESUS TEACHES PETER TRUE 
GREATNESS 


I, Christ's Amazing Love for His 
Own (vv. 1-3), * 


was upon him. He knew. that the 
cross, with all its anguish was just 
before him, -He knew that ‘his dis- 
ciples would shamefully forsake him 
in a few hours. He knew that one of 
‘that number would be the instrument 
in the hands of the devil-in his be- 
trayal. He knew that all things were 
in his hands; was fully conscious of 
his deity. Notwithstanding: all this, 
he displayed patient and untiring 
love. He did not withdraw his love 
from them because of their weakness 
and the shamefuL-failure which he 
knew would soon be made manifest. 

II. Christ Washing THis Disciples’ 

Feet (vv. 4-11). 

This act is symbolic of his amaz- 
ing love for his disciples. Jesus did 
not regard his hand as too holy to 
do this menial service. . The true 
Christian does not allow his rank in 
society to keep him from acts of 
lowly service. 

1. Steps in this service: (1) He 
rose from supper; (2) laid aside his 
garments; (3) took a towel and gird- 
ed himself; (4) poured water into a 
basin; (5) washed his disciples’ fect; 
(6) wiped them with a towel where-- 
with hé@ was girded. These steps sym- 
bolize Christ's entire work of re- 
demption. His rising from supper re- 
presents his rising from his placesof 
enjoyment in the heavenly glory; his 
laying aside his garments, his putting 
aside his vesture of majesty (Phil. 
2:7, 8); his girding himself, his tak- 
ing the form of a servant (Phil, 2:7); 
the water in the basin, his cleansing 
blood; his washing of their feet) his 
actual cleansing of men through his 
Word (John 15:3; Eph, 5:26); his 
taking his garments again, his return 
to his place and position of glory. 

2. Peter's impetuous ignorance, He 
goes from one extreme to another. 
It was his failure to understand the 
significance of this service that caus- 
ed him to behave so strangely, 

3. The significance of this service 
to those who participate in it. (1) 
It is a spiritual cleansing. (v. 8), Fel- 
lowship with Jesus is only possible as 
we are continually cleansed from.our 
sins. “He that is washed needeth not 
save to wash his feet. but is clean 
every whit” (vy. 10). The cleansing 
here is not the washing’ of regenera- 
tion, ‘but that of sanctification. Even 
regenerate folks need the continual 
cleansing of Christ’s blood in. order 
to have fellowship with him. - He 
that is regencrated—washied in the 
blood of Christ, symbolized by bap- 
tism—does not need a repetition of 
the act; he only needs the cleansing 
of sanctification, symbolized by the 
washing of the fect. As we go 
through this world after regeneration 
we are contaminated by its sins- He 
is willing always to cleanse us of our 
sins if we allow him. (2) A badge 
of. brotherly affection. This act show- 
ed his abandonment to the:service of 
his own. This is a lesson that is 
much needed today. We need more 
and more the fulness of brotherly 
love. This love needs to be mani- 
fested so that it may be scen and re- 
alized. True love can only be prov- 
ed by the service it renders, (3) A 
proof of humility. This is a lesson 
much needed by us all, The dis- 
ciples had just been disputing as to 
who should be the greatest in the 
kingdom; their selfish ambition was 
expressing itself. Today, on every 
hand, we sce expressions of pride, 
vanity, and cven arrogance on the 
part of those who are professed fol- 
lowers of the lowly Jesus. If the 
Son of God was not ashamed to 
stoop to lowly service his disciples 
should not regard it beneath their 
dignity to follow in his steps, (4) 
Equalization. As they would thus 
stoop to serve cach other in the name 
of Christ there would be sure de- 
struction of caste among them. The 
Spirit of Christ inthis service is the 
great Jeveler of humanity. 

III, An Example for Us (vv. 12-16), 

The disciples of the Lord are un- 
der obligation to do unto each other 
as he did unto them. This obliga- 
tion rests upon his Lordship (v. 14). 
All who call him Lord in sincerity 
will obey him. To refuse to obey him 
is to put one’s self aboye his Lord.

Twenty-four Bushels of Flax: to the 
Acre in Alberta 
* “After a temporary; interruption ‘ow----—— 
ing to unfavorable ‘weather, ‘thresh- ryan 
ing is again getting under way in Al- 
berta... Some. big’ crops are7being re- 
ported from the irrigated farms near 
Brooks, Austin Young, who came to. 
Alberta from California last year, sct- 
tling on an irrigated farm south of 
the town, has just completed thresh- 
ing a 56-acre field of flax. His total 
yield is 1,344 bushels, an average of 
24 bushels to the acre. At present 
prices this crop is worth about $6,000; 
each acre, therefore, yiclded a return 
of $107 during the first season’s work- 
ing. A, Duchseher, who farms near 
Tilley, an adjoining district, has 
threshed a field of barley which yield- 
ed 40 bushels to the acre, and a crop 
of flax which averaged 18 bushels to 
the acre. This farmer has had about 
two years’ experience with irrigation.
